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On Thursday, January 25, shortly 
after noon, the one-millionth visitor to 
the Destin Library on Sibert Avenue 
in Destin walked through the door. 


Joyce Huggins of Destin had no 
idea what she was in store for. She 
expected to routinely drop by her 
neighborhood library, pick out a 
book, check it out and be on her 
way. Instead, she was greeted with 
applause by library staff, given a 
photo op, and awarded a gift bag 


with champagne and heart-shaped 
chocolates. 


In addition, patrons at the library were 
alerted via a public address system 
that a celebrity was in their midst. 


The new Destin Library opened its 
doors on March 17, 2003, and quickly 
became an attraction within the 
community. The 13,000-square-foot 
architecturally unique facility was 
three times the size of its old home 


Nine Rehabilitated 
Sea Turtles Geta 
Second Chance 


The Gulfarium’s C.A.R.E. Center 
released nine rehabilitated sea turtles 
January 25. 


A huge crowd of several hundred 
people were in attendance = at 
Henderson Beach State Park to 
witness the event. Seven of the nine 
sea turtles released were considered 
cold stunned, and the other two sea 
turtles ingested fishing hooks and 
line. 


Among the group was Seadar, a sub- 
adult Loggerhead, who arrived at 
the C.A.R.E. Center last November. 
X-rays showed nine hooks, a lead 
weight, and fishing line in her system. 


“One of the hooks embedded in 
Seadar’s esophagus was a marlin 
hook. It was the largest hook I’ve 


ever seen in a sea turtle,” said Terra 
Throgmorton, lead aquarist for 
Gulfarium. 


Surrounded by the crowd, Gulfarium 
president Will Merrill said, “It is always 
validating to see such a great turnout. 
We witness the good, the bad, and the 
ugly when it comes to rehabilitating 
these sea turtles. The crowds validate 
our team’s hard work towards getting 
these sea turtles healthy, and back 
out into the Gulf.” 


The Gulfarium CARE Foundation, a 
501(c)(3) nonprofit, is proud to act 
as a beacon for coastal conservation 
through marine animal rescue and 
rehabilitation. Donations are tax- 
deductible and can be made online at 
Gulfarium.com/care_center.

FBI Agents Are More Courageous 
Than Trump Will Ever Acknowledge

The war on the FBI was officially launched two 
months ago, when President Trump began openly 
trashing the agency. 


Its reputation was “in tatters,” he said. Its conduct 
was “really, really disgraceful.” 


Coming from a character like Trump, whose own 
reputation doesn’t rise to the level of disgraceful, 
such comments might be shrugged off. But the 
man happens to be the president and desperate 
to shut down an investigation that is creeping 
uncomfortably close to him and his family. 


Republican leaders fell into line, pushing the release 
of an overhyped memo composed by unnamed 
GOP staffers on the House Intelligence Committee. 
It says the FBI used tainted information to obtain 
a surveillance warrant on a Trump campaign aide 
for the Russia probe. 


The FBI has strongly pushed back, asserting 
that the memo leaves out key classified facts that 
“impact (its) accuracy.” 


Meanwhile, the agency finds itself maligned in an 
unprecedented, partisan way. It’s a demoralizing 
situation that’s also bad for the country, because 
every insinuation by Trump and other politicians 
reaches every FBI agent on the street.

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They’re not perfect, or above scrutiny, but they don’t 
deserve this. 


The FBI’s regional headquarters in South Florida 
is a big modern building named for two agents, 
Benjamin P. Grogan and Jerry L. Dove. Most people 
driving past the place probably don’t know who they 
are, or what they did. 


The men died on April 11, 1986, during a shootout 
with bank robbers in a neighborhood then called 
Suniland, in south Miami-Dade. It was the bloodiest, 
saddest day in FBI history. 


The robbers were two armed-service veterans named 
William R. Matix and Michael Lee Platt. They’d 
been knocking over banks and armored cars—and 
murdering people, too. FBI stakeout teams had 
been hunting them for weeks. 


Ben Grogan and Jerry Dove were riding together 
when they spotted the suspects in a stolen Monte 
Carlo. Other agents arrived, and the bad guys 
eventually were forced off the road. 


That’s when all hell broke loose. Platt had a Ruger 
Mini-14, a powerful semiautomatic rifle. The FBI 
agents on the scene had handguns and shotguns. 


In all, 145 shots were fired at close range in about 
five minutes. The bank robbers were struck multiple 
times but continued to shoot, hitting seven of the

eight agents. Grogan and Dove were killed by Platt 
during the firefight. 


A rifle bullet mangled the left forearm of Special 
Agent Edmundo Mireles Jr., who fired back one- 
handed with a shotgun. Then he grabbed his 
revolver and went straight for the robbers, who were 
trying to escape in the dead agents’ car. 


Bleeding, Mireles stood beside the vehicle and 
emptied his gun at Matix and Platt, ending the 
nightmare. It was an astounding display of courage 
and composure. 


By the time the media arrived, the scene was weirdly 
quiet. You could smell the gunfire, but mockingbirds 
were singing in the trees. The wounded agents had 
all been rushed away to hospitals. 


I remember standing behind the crime tape as 
a breeze tugged at the bright yellow tarps on the 
ground. The tarp closest to me covered the body of 
Special Agent Dove, age 30. 


Before he died, he fired a bullet that stopped one inch 
from Platt’s heart, but the maniac kept shooting. 


After Suniland, the FBI began arming its agents 
with stronger, faster-firing weapons. Ed Mireles 
recovered from his wounds and received the FBI’s 
first Medal of Valor. He returned to work and 
stayed with the FBI, training new agents, until his 
retirement. 


When I spoke to him last week, Mireles said that 
he and his wife—also a retired agent—have been 
closely following the political uproar. “The FBI 
seems to be in season. Everybody has a license to 
shoot,” he remarked. 


All 35,000 employees of the agency, including street 
agents, “can’t help but be affected” by the ongoing 
controversy, Mireles said. 


He was eager to read the Republican memo, but 
he said it would be something close to treason if 
FBI officials actually targeted somebody for political 
reasons, and intentionally misled a court to get a 
warrant. 


“But we'll see,” he said, “when everything comes out.” 


Mireles remains in touch with the other surviving 
agents who were with him at Suniland. He said they 
usually talk every April 11, the anniversary of the 
shootout. 


The stark memory of that day isn’t in tatters, and 
never will be.

Mary Gauthier Collaborates with Veterans on New LP

Mary Gauthier is well-known to many of the locals, 
particularly those that attend the 30A Songwriters Festival 
every year. She’s been a featured performer for most of 
the festival’s nine years. Her latest (excellent) album, Rifles 
& Rosary Beads—released January 26—is a collaboration 
between Ms. Gauthier and military veterans. She spoke to 
us from Nashville.

So, what do you write first? The music or the words? 
They come together. 


Just kidding about that first question. 
That’s what people always ask, along with “Who were 
your influences?” 


Congratulations on the new album. How did the idea of 
collaborating with veterans come up? 

I’ve been working with Songwriters with Soldiers for 
about four years. The organization pairs veterans with 
songwriters. Darden Smith approached me. 


Tell us more about the organization. How does it work? 
You can learn more at their website, 
SongwritersWithSoldiers.org. It’s five years old this 
year, and over 400 songs have been written with veterans 
from Vietnam forward. It’s a nonprofit that does incredibly 
beautiful work. 


Are any of your other songwriter friends involved? 

A lot of them—Darryl Scott, Beth Nielsen Chapman. 
There’s a list at the website. Some of the very best 
songwriters in Nashville do this. 


Had you done much collaborating prior to Rifles & 
Rosary Beads? 
Yes, I’m a big fan of co-writing. I do it a lot. 


“Brothers” certainly feels like the right song for the 
right time.

How involved are you in the packaging? The cover 
art for Rifles & Rosary Beads is extraordinary. 
It seems to say it all, at least until you start 
listening to the songs. 

That was Howard Rains. He’s a songwriter as well. 
He did a beautiful job. He did it for a piece in No 
Depression magazine, and I bought the rights. He’s 
a genius. 


I’m sorry I missed you at the 30A Fest this 
year, though it was nice to run into you at the 
Gretchen Peters-Rita Wilson-Chris Stills show in 
Rosemary Beach. Any highlights for you this go- 
round? 

Oh, it’s always so much fun. Rita’s a friend of mine, 
and she’s been really involved in the Nashville 
community. She’s very committed to improving her 
songwriting. I enjoyed being with all the songwriters. I 
had a show the next night at the Town Hall, and I love 
it. The festival has gotten bigger, but it’s still intimate. 


Kathy Mattea did an extraordinary rendition of 
your song “Mercy Now” at the festival. 
She does it beautifully. 


Bobby Bare recently recorded a couple of your 
songs, too. 

He recorded “Mercy Now” as well and “I Drink.” The 
video for “I Drink” is stunning—you gotta look that 
up. It’s jaw-droppingly great. It’s the opposite of 
what you hear on country radio. 


You offered hand-written lyrics for sale on your 
website recently. This seems like a particularly 
good way for artists and songwriters to generate 
revenue these days, aside from endless touring.

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Record sales seem to be a thing of the past. 
Tech stole the business right from under us. 
There’s a lot of music out there, but they’ve made 
it impossible for many songwriters. There is some 
legislation that’s helping songwriters, but I haven’t 
had time to look into it. 


A few years ago, you mentioned you were working 
on a book. What’s the current status? 

I just signed a big book deal with St. Martin’s Press. 
The title is Saved by a Song. I have a lot of work to 
do in my free time (laughs). I’m sure it’s gonna come 
together. 


When I first met you, you had mentioned a 
project involving some unrecorded songs by the 
great songwriter Harlan Howard. 
That’s on hiatus. Too complicated, copyrights. It 
would take a team of lawyers to make it happen. 
Too much legal bullshit, can’t deal. 


I enjoyed seeing you on Sarah Silverman’s Hulu 
show recently. Any other television appearances 
on the horizon? I would love to see you as the 
musical guest on Saturday Night Live. 

I’m not sure I’m the right person for that. I’m a folk 
singer. That’s not really my goal, being on TV. But 
I liked being on Sarah’s show—it was like being at 
her house. 


I have a feeling you’re moving on up in the world. 
Used to be I could email you and get a quick, 
direct reply. Now you have a go-between. 

That’s very important. I have so much coming at me 
right now. 


Do you still do all your social media—tweets, etc.? 
I have some help, but you can tell it’s me when it’s 
political (laughs). 


What’s next? Heavy touring in support of the 
album, I’m sure, but what else? 

I’m flying to London today. Europe, east coast, west 
coast, just confirmed 20 dates in the Netherlands. 
The little folk singer that could, going all over the 
world. It’s not huge but wide. 


I have to ask—what are some of your favorite 
hangouts here in Northwest Florida? 

It’s always such a whirlwind. Gosh, you know, 
that’s a hard question. The guys at the record store 
(Seaside’s Central Square Records) are good to me. 
I love to spend some money there. The wonderful 
woman that makes the jewelry (Allison Beach 
Crafts). I try to support the people that support 
the songwriters. It’s been an incredible seven years 
doing 30A. It’s a giant love fest. 


Have you heard any good music lately? Is there 
anything you’re looking forward to in 2018? 
It would appear everyone on earth has a new record 
coming out this year. All my friends. I think it’s 
gonna be a huge year for music. I’m excited about 
the possibilities for artists. We have a lot to say. 


I’ve been enjoying Rod Picott’s new record (Out Past 
the Wires), he used the same producer I did for 
Rifles & Rosary Beads, Neilson Hubbard. 


Thanks again for taking time to chat. We hope 
to see you around these parts again very soon. 
Me too. I gotta get back and do a show there. Thank 
you.

Cancer is an ugly thread that 
connects too many of us. 


The annual Rock for a Cure is 
embarking on its tenth year Sunday, 
Feb. 18, at The Block in Fort Walton 
Beach. The event commemorates a 
decade of music, camaraderie, and 
the community coming together with 
the shared goal of making a dent in 
the race towards. cancer-fighting 
breakthroughs. 


Event co-founder and Something to 
Yield bassist Tommy Siren is ready 
to celebrate the milestone year. “The 
fact we have been able to keep it going 
for this long is pretty amazing,” he 
says. “Seeing how happy people are 
the night of the event... Cancer is 
such a horrible disease, not just for 
the person with it, but it’s emotionally 
draining for family and friends to 
endure as well. So for people who 
have had to endure this tragic event 
in their lives to be able to take a step 
back and enjoy themselves, even if 


only for one night—that's the most 
rewarding part.” 


While funds are raised for the 
American Cancer Society, the event 
centers on people. The venue’s TVs 
are loaded with a slideshow of loved 
ones lost or still fighting. Often, you'll 
find a little group pointing to an image 
as you see the beginnings of a story 
being told—maybe it’s about that 
person’s favorite car or their famous 
chocolate chip cookies. These stories 
are important. 


The Helvetica Effect’s Rob Perez is a 
longtime supporter of the event and 
a performer again this year. “It really 
means everything to me, on every 
level—personally and professionally,” 
he says. 


“If my efforts—whatever those may 
be, whether I’m playing or not—can 
help someone break through and help 
them forget that cancer exists even for 
one night, then my year is made until 
the next one. It’s one of those shows 
that they'll have to drag me away from 


kicking and screaming if ’m not a part 
of it in some fashion at this point.” 


And that’s the true spirit behind the 
event. A moment of bonding that 
reaches the corners of the community 
in a way that few events do. A night 
that embraces both forgetting and 
remembering. A night of solace in music. 


“It’s really cool how there is a core 
group of bands that span many 
genres but have the same heart for 
helping those in need. I love the way 
it brings many different kinds of 
people together,” says Nik Flagstar 
of the varied lineup, which includes 
I’magene (formerly Continuum), The 
Luke Langford Band and Paracosm. 


If you’ve never been to a Rock for 
a Cure event before, it can be a bit 
strange to put it into words without 
feeling like you are overselling the 
experience. It doesn’t matter if you 
know everyone there or don’t know a 
soul, you are welcomed as part of this 
tribe.

When you finally get the chance 
to see a band you love, one you’ve 
listened to over and over, there is 
always this small slice of whether 
or not theyll stand up to your 
expectations. Especially when you 
take into consideration that the 
band has experienced some lineup 
changes since its inception. 


What does Machine Head sound 
like? They are a heavy metal band 
with heart and a few sing-along 
choruses. They've pulled from 
thrash, groove metal, death metal, 
and mainstream rock influences 
over the course of their 25-plus years 
to craft a sound that is distinctively 
theirs. 


Machine Head does things a bit 
different. They famously have been 
focusing on “An Evening with...” 
tour formats, so the concerts are 
devoid of opening acts. The band 
more than makes up for this with 
a massive setlist. Machine Head 
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performed some 20-plus songs for 
a concert that clocked in at close to 
three hours. 


The band does more than play 
through the hits and new tunes. 
They bring an unbridled energy 
that eggs the audience on. Vocalist- 
guitarist Robb Flynn seemed to 
be moved by the Vinyl Music Hall 
audience’s desire to get lost in the 
music. We chanted the band name, 
sang at the top of our lungs, and 
moved with the music. 


But two kids near the stage really 
caught Flynn’s attention—a 12-year- 
young lady attending her first heavy 
show and an unrelated 16-year-old 
young man with enough enthusiasm 
for the entire front row. 


At the end of the night, I was sore, 
tired, and had a giant grin plastered 
on my face. You can’t ask for more 
than that.

Oyster Love on the Gulf 


; Tah 


If you love oysters like I do, any place that calls 
itself an oyster bar is going to get your attention. 
Having lived in New Orleans for 10 years, I have 
a pretty clear idea of what an oyster bar should 
look like. If you’ve been someplace like, say, 
Casamento’s on Magazine Street, you know what 
I’m talking about. Lots of white tile, spotless, 
scrubbed-down, clean scent, and plenty of 
shellfish, specifically raw and fried. I don’t miss 
New Orleans, but I do miss Casamento’s. 


I recently got a healthy shot of nostalgia when my 
family and I went to Shunk Gulley Oyster Bar 
in Santa Rosa Beach. It sits in a large two-story 
wooden building at the southern tip of County 
Highway 393. Directly gulfward is Ed Walline 
Park. 


It was a weeknight, and they don’t take 
reservations, so we tried to get there early ahead 
of the crowd. The place was half-full when we 
arrived—me, my wife, and our newly seven-year- 
old daughter Grace (The Tiny Diner). A guitarist 
was covering some ‘70s songs, and we were taken 
to our table amid a buzz of eating and talking 
diners. 


We were eating on the second floor (there appears 
to be a downstairs area as well). The dining 
room is anchored by a bar on one wall, with 
tables of assorted sizes, plenty of windows, and 
free-standing space heaters (it was a cool night). 
There’s white wood and shining tile, the ceilings 
are high, and TVs hang on most walls. 


Our server (Rachael) brought us drinks and 
menus. The bill of fare offers appetizers and 
oysters, soup and salad, sandwiches, full entrees, 
and desserts. There’s also a kids menu, complete 
with crayons. 


Shunk Gulley offers raw oysters at $6 for six, 
and $8 for a dozen. I ordered a dozen, along with 
potatoes fried in duck fat. Other apps include 
garlic parmesan or bacon cheddar jalapeno 
oysters, fried crab claws, key lime rum shrimp, 
tuna dip, and tuna poke with guacamole. 


The oysters were a picture (I took one), 12 
beautiful mid-sized mollusks on a bed of crushed 
ice, with cocktail sauce, horseradish, lemon slice 
and crackers. I put the world on hold and dug in. 
They were chilled just right and tasted clean and 
briny. Neither my wife nor the TD care for them 
raw, so they enjoyed the fries. 


I’d never had potatoes fried in duck fat (it’s vaguely 
un-PC), but it makes for a richly caramelized and 
crunchy-textured potato. They’re dressed with 
olive and truffle oil, sprinkled with sea salt, and 
come with garlic aioli dip, which had an intriguing, 
slightly fruity taste. We boxed about half of them 
for home, they’re that filling. 


For the main course, TD got popcorn shrimp with 
mac and cheese, my wife ordered fried chicken 
that had been brined in sweet tea, and I stayed 
the course with fried oysters (why switch gears?). 
Both entrees are served with regular fries. 


I have had brined turkey before, but never chicken 
brined in sweet tea. Brining’s principal function 
is to make the bird tender and juicy, but I was 
wondering about flavor. The chicken (white meat, 
boneless), was crackling crisp on the outside (and 
hand-scorching hot, so either use a fork or be 
patient if you prefer finger food), very tender and 
juicy inside. 


As for tea flavor, there may have been a slight herbal 
touch there, just a hint. Still, mission accomplished. 
Like the chicken, my oysters (another dozen) were 
likewise crispy hot, with a mound of thin and 
crunchy fries, and cocktail sauce. I finished the 
oysters, but the fries (with my wife’s and the leftover 
duck fries) were boxed. 


Other main course choices include shrimp and 
crab bisque, house, wedge or Caesar salads, 
shrimp and oyster po’boys, fried fish sandwich, 
cheeseburger, fried fish or shrimp basket, beef filet, 
and crab cakes. You can make a meal of apps, soup 
and salad, or just sit back and keep ordering those 
$8-a-dozen oysters. 


Desserts deserve planning ahead. There’s key 
lime pie, beignets with white chocolate ganache, 
a grownup rum beverage called the Bushwhacker, 
and Mac’s Pie. We ordered the latter, a house 
favorite, according to Rachael. The pie (large enough 
to share) is vanilla-laced cream cheese and white 
chocolate mousse, topped with whipped cream, 
strawberries and blueberries, on a flaky bottom 
crust. TD stuck mostly to the berries and cream, 
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leaving the rest more or less mine. Vanilla lovers, 
rejoice. It’s rich but actually rather light. It’s picture 
pretty, too.
